CIA Comments on the TSCS/R&D Working Group 
Threat Assessment Task Force Report and Recommendation 

GENERAL COMMENTS 

1. The requirement for a realistic threat assessment 
has been long recognized, and we find the considerable 
effort and outstanding perception as reflected in the 
Task Force report to be highly commendable. 

2. Recommendations of the Task Force could well serve 
as the basis for a threat assessment model and provide 
the emphasis for improving the quality of the Technical 
Surveillance Countermeasures Program. 

3. Implementation of the Task Force report may require 
taking a more modest approach in consideration of real- 
istic constraints on available resources. Some of the 
projects discussed are already being worked on, and 
primary consideration should be given to those projects 
which would be of immediate value and interest community- 
wide.
